LOS ANGELES—The stury of American pnll- 
tics and its leaders is be-dccked with slog ans, 
leg ends and myths. 
A people, sometimes g rim 
but more freq uently buoyant, so filled with the 
zest of living that they burn their energ ies in 
straining to drain their cup of the la« t drop, are 
susceptible to catchw'ords and phrases. 
Few are 
the national campaig ns that have not been de­ 
cided by a sentence that caug ht popular fancy. 


America is deeply indebted for this dis­ 
tinctive trait of its democratic processes. It g ives 
a deft touch, a lig htness, a g ood humor to what 
easily could be heavy, dull, and solemn business. 
The averag e European vusitor is surprised, and 
not a little bit taken aback by it. He cannot as­ 
sociate it with anything familiar to hi.s experi­ 
ence. “So this is democracy.” he will say. And, 
then being the polite onlooker he will finish 
with: 
“Very interesting ” 
He is itching to add 
that it is all very different than the outline of 
moving majesty and g randeur that he had cli hed 
in his thoug hts of the g reat democracy of the 
western hemisphere.

Until it plung es into the foothills of the Rockies 
it leads throug h a flat country which produced 
one of the g reatest American phrastemakers, who 
failed In his ambitions to be president and yet 
who dominated the thoug ht of hi.s party for ‘25 
years, and forced all Americans to reckon with 
him for nearly the same leng th of tim t. 
Those 
idle thoug hts reached the point of inevitable con­ 
clusion that in the next 180 days, barring the un­ 
foreseen, the American people will select their 
candidates for the presidency. 
One of the two 
nominees will move Into the White House in a 
period of cruelly testing history. We doubt there 
will be any g reat disag reement with the state­ 
ment that what actually is decidini is apt to 
affect people profoundly for years to come.

the worst we’ll muddle throug h, since we are 
strong ; at the bc.| we will avoid some of the 
tears and heartaches bung ling exacts. 


Une of the prettiest myths in American po­ 
litical life is of long standing and has been coined 
into the expression; “The office seeks the man.” 
It may have happened in American politics but 
rarely, very rarely. 
We’.e not at all sure that 
the true humility, v, hich is supposed to be the 
basis of this popular myth, actually is a desirable 
recommendation. Mr. Lincoln was an avid, eag er 
candidate. 
Mr. Theodore Roosevelt did not have 
to be coaxeti. 
Mr. Woodrow Wilson knew what 
he wanted and left no stone unturned to be 
nominated and elicte<l. 
The late Franklin D. 
Roosevelt had no trouble making up his mind 
whether he wa:: a candidate, and he became so 
persi„;ent in it that he dudurbed the sleep of a 
g >..» d many millions of Americans.
